Editor’s  Note:  The  following  is  the  first  of  a 
series  on  the  legalization  of  marijuana.  The 
series  will  include  BYU  students  commenting 
on  the  subject,  doctor’s  opinions,  political 
implications,  and  the  LOS  Church  stand. 

The  grass  seems  far  greener  on  one  side 
than  on  the  other. 

Or  so  the  hubub  between  President 
Nixon  and  the  National  Commission  on 
Marijuana  and  Drug  Abuse  on  the 
Commission’s  findings  seems  to  indicate. 

The  Commission’s  report,  to  be 
released  March  22,  concludes  that  pot  is 
not  harmful,  not  addictive,  and  not 
crime-inducing,  and  doesn’t  lead  to 

Three  days 


The  executive  council  yesterday  moved 
to  reduce  final  election  voting  to  a three 
instead  of  four  day  period  in  order  to 
make  results  public  before  the  weekend. 

The  vote,  which  was  scheduled  for  the 
ELWC  Reception  Center  Tuesday 
through  Friday  will  now  be  held  Tuesday 
through  Thursday  of  next  week  with 
hours  extended  from  8 a.m.  to  9 p.m. 
Polls  will  close  at  6 p.m.  on  Thursday. 

The  decision  was  made,  according  to 
President  Reed  Wilcox,  to  “accommodate 
those  students  who  couldn’t  vote  during 
the  day,  such  as  student  teachers,  to  get 
the  word  out  to  students  as  soon  as 
possible  and  to  avoid  rumors  flying  over 
the  weekend.”  Elections  results  will  be 
published  Friday  in  the  Daily  Universe. 


hard-drug  abuse,  according  to  the 
National  Observer. 

Created  by  Congress  two  years  ago  to 
get  some  definite  answers  about  pot,  the 
Commission  includes  nine  Nixon-picked 
members  out  of  its  13.  The  members 
commissioned  50  reports  and  took 
testimony  all  over  the  nation  to 
unanimously  recommend  that  all  criminal 
penalties  for  the  private  (in  the  home)  use 
and  possession  of  marijuana  be 
eliminated. 

Whatever  the  results.  President  Nixon 
will  apparently  ignore  them.  “Even  if  the 
commission  does  recommend  that  it  be 
legalized,  I will  not  follow  that 
recommendation,”  Nixon  said  at  a news 


The  Council  also  acted  quickly  to  fill 
the  Supreme  Court  seat  left  open  when 
former  justice  Tom  Gunn  resigned 
Wednesday.  In  a unanimous  vote,  the 
Council  approved  the  nomination  of 
Brian  Harrison  to  fill  the  vacant  slot. 
Harrison  has  served  as  an  associate  justice . 

In  other  action,  council  members  voted 
to  allot  $284  travel  expenses  to  send  a 
BYU  table  tennis  representative  to 
national  playoffs  in  Wisconsin. 

Wilcox  presented  and  won  Council 
approval  on  a dress  standards  statement 
to  coincide  with  that  recently  issued  by 
President  Dallin  Oaks. 

The  statement  commended  faculty 
members  “who  have  the  courage  to 
honestly  and  fairly  enforce  dress 
standards.” 


conference  last  May.  Since  then,  he  has 
not  altered  his  statement. 

THE  COMMISSION’S  conclusions 
undermine  some  suppositions  about 
marijuana  and  say  it  is  perhaps  even  less 
harmful  than  alcohol  and  cigarettes.  The 
commissioners  did  conclude  that  driving 
under  the  influence  of  marijuana  should 
remain  a crime . 

But  a split  among  the  commissioners 
developed  over  prison  penalties  for 
persons  who  give  marijuana  to  friends, 
grow  it,  transport  it,  or  smoke  it  in  public 
such  as  at  rock  concerts  or  parties.  While 
a minority  of  the  coitimissioners  urged 
complete  decriminalization,  noting  grass 
is  a social  drug,  the  majority  took  the 
hard  line  on  these  issues  insisting  that 
penalties  should  continue. 

Utah  appears  to  join  the  majority  of 
the  commissioners.  “Until  more  data  is 
available,  no  action  will  be  taken  toward 
marijuana  legalization  by  the  Utah 
legislature,”  surmised  C.  LaVar 
Rockwood,  director  of  the  Utah  State 
Division  of  Alcoholism  and  Drugs. 

“Long  term  studies  have  not  been 
completed  yet.  As  far  as  the  Legislature  is 
concerned,  marijuana  is  still  classified  by 
the  federal  government  as  a narcotic,”  he 
added. 

ACCORDING  to  ^nate  Bill  101,  or 
the  Utah  Controlled  Substances  Act,  the 
“production,  manufacture,  or  possession 
with  intent  to  produce,  manufacture  or 
dispense  the  drug  is  punishable  by  a term 
or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  five 
years  or  a fine  of  not  more  than  $5,000 
or  both.”  The  penalty  is  not  as  severe  as 
in  some  states. 

In  Alabama  and  Minnesota,  the  penalty 
for  use  can  be  up  to  20  years  in  prison.  In 


Texas,  a young  civil-rights  activist 
currently  is  serving  a 30-year  sentence  for 
giving  a marijuana  cigarette  to  an  agent. 

The  Federal  Government’s  penalty  for 
simple  possession  is  one  year  in  jail,  but 
for  first  offenders  the  sentence  may  be 
suspended  and  the  record  of  the 
conviction  wiped  out.  Federal 
prosecutions  for  simple  possession  are 
rare,  however.

Final  voting  changed 
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Elections  assembly 


Correlation  dominates  platforms 


A SB  YU  presidential  candidate 
Cam  Caldwell  urged  strengthening 
student  government  and  making  it 
“more  relevant”  to  the  students  in 
a forum  elections  assembly 
yesterday,  while  opponent  Bill 
Fillmore  stood  strongly  on  the 
plank  of  correlation. 

Fillmore  and  his  running  mate 
Jeff  Boswell  defined  correlation  as 
the  “objective  appraisal  of  the 
power  structure  of  this  university 
and  the  role  in  which  student 
government  has  to  play  within  it.”

Fillmore  said  that  correlation 
was  a matter  of  attitude,  that  the 
student  government  offices  were 
“stewardships”  at  a_place  which  is 
“more  than  a university.”  He 
proposed  to  refine  the  Activities 
Correlating  Council,  and  claimed 
student  government  should  be  a 
“resource  base”  for  college  and 
stake  activities.  Finally,  Fillmore 
called  for  some  constitutional 
revision  to  allow  for  “student 
feedback.” 

PRESIDENTIAL  candidate 
Cam  Caldwell  and  running  mate 
Rick  Wadman  pointed  out  several 
inherent  weaknesses  of  the 
student  government  “system,” 
claiming  this  year  it  did  not 
adequately  relate  to  the  students, 
and  has  been  unable  to 
“perpetuate  successful  programs” 
from  past  years. 

In  making  student  government 
“relevant,”  Caldwell  proposed  to 
actively  generate  internships  and 
summer  jobs  for  students  subject 
to  their  academic  emphasis, 
arrange  academic  credit  for 
students  involved  in  “relevant 
projects,’’  create  a legislative 
branch  of  ASBYU  government, 
coordinate  with  the  community  in 
providing  for  service  and 
environmental  control,  and 
extend  the  Correlation  program  to 
on-campus  housing  and  college 
departments. 

ACADEMICS  aspirant  John 
Baird  outlined  three  points  In  his 
proposals  for  next  year:  1.  that 
national  presidential  candidates  or 
persons  close  to  them  speak  at 
BYU;  2.  that  the  BYU  library 
fund  continue;  and  3.  that  the 
lecture-film  series  be 
“decentralized”  to  a department 
level. 

David  Lauritzen,  also  vying  for 
Academics  vice-president  hoped 
that  BYU  students  might  not  be 
“passive  participants”  in  ,the 
academics  program.  To  insure 
involvement,  he  offered  a college 
bowl  to  be  aired  on  KBYU-TV, 
field  days  for  students  to  “get 
together”,  and  a coordination  of 
clubs  to  promote  the  library  fund. 

Athletics  vice  presidential 
candidate  Randy  Smith  spoke  on 
ticket  policy  this  year  and  his 
experience  in  it,  proposing  that 
“one  of  the  1 0,000  students  who 
attend  the  game  is  you.”  He 
encouraged  the  extramural 
program  and  expressed  a desire  to 
“upgrade  and  promote”  the  spirit 
of  BYU  with  “pep  and  spirit.” 

ALSO  AN  Athletics  candidate, 
Bob  Bush,  outlined  four  goals  he 


would  accomplish  if  elected.  He 
called  for  the  all-night  wait  for 
tickets  to  continue  next  year  for 
“special  preference’’  tickets, 
backed  block  seating  for  wards, 
suggested  a random  computer 
system  of  ticket  selection,  and 
proposed  a sports  information 
bulletin  board. 

Culture  V.P.  candidate  Des 
Wilson  emphasized  the  fine  arts 
and  exposure  to  that  as  a student 
body.  He  suggested  more  music 
recitals  and  more  student  art 
shows  in  the  ELWC  gallery. 
Opponent  Richard  Hartley 
stressed  the  need  for  “harmony, 
correlation  and  coordination” 
between  program  bureau  and  the 
ASBYU  offices,  and  emphasized

2) 
promoting  student  talents  next 
year. 

Rick  Nelson,  running  for 
Finance  Vice  President,  suggested 
the  possibility  of  investing  student 
funds  as  has  been  done  at  the 
University  of  Utah  to  aid  in 
advancing  the  library  fund, 
creation  of  scholarships,  and 
student  projects.  Dave  Fisher, 
Finance  V.P.  candidate,  offered  a 
five-point  program  which  included 
analyzing  each  of  the  estimated 
4,000  expenditures,  an  “open  file 
policy”  to  the  students,  research 
to  avoid  overlapping  expenditures, 
the  education  of  ASBYU  officers 
in  finance  procedures,  and 
promoting  academic  excellence 
with  funds. 

ORGANIZATIONS  candidate 
Chuck  Henry  claimed  the  office 
was  “misunderstood”  as  only 
pertaining  to  clubs.  He  said  that 
Indian,  International,  and 
Associated  Men  programs  are 
included  and  that  he  would  help 
support  and  advance  those 
programs.  Mike  Stevens, 
Organizations  vice-president 
aspirant,  emphasized  informing 
the  students  with  a printed 
booklet  of  organizations,  personal 
contact  with  all  new  students,  and 
a newsletter  every  4-6  weeks. 

A candidate  for  Social  Office, 
Terry  Jessop,  proposed  that  he 
find  the  desires  of  the  students  iit 
regards  to  activities  and  suggested 
sposoring  events  which  would 
“build  family  unity.’’  His 


opponent,  Anthony  Antonelli, 
wanted  the  dance  program 
expanded,  fun  company 
expanded,  and  “activities  for 
everyone.”  He  su^ested  more 
inexpensive  movies,  possibly  for 
showing  in  the  Fieldhouse  and, 
basically,  “a  lot  of  fun  next  year.” 

STUDENT  Community  Service 
office-seeker  Craig  Griffeth 
proposed  a “choosing 
program— you  as  students,  choose 
the  activities  you  want.”  He  wants 
to  expand  the  already  budding 
program  now  in  operation, 
distribute  Sub  for  Santa  materials 
before  Thanksgiving,  and  improve 
the  ecology  of  the  Provo 
environment. 

Mitchell  Hunt,  Student 
Community  Service  nominee, 
stated  he  wanted  to  “work  with 
students  to  build  up  the  ‘to  move 


a city’  program.”  He  said  that  as 
students  build  up  the  city  they 
“grow  spiritually  because  ‘He  who 
is  in  the  service  of  his  fellow  man 
is  in  the  service  of  God.’  ” 

Women’s  Activities  candidate 
Cyndi  Terry  said  she  hoped  to 
“get  it  all  together”  in  referring  to 
correlation  between  Relief 
Societies,  women’s  clubs,  and 
housing  units.  She  proposed  a 
correlation  of  student  body 
programs  because  it  would  “touch 
the  lives  of  thousands  of  girls.” 

Kathy  Christensen,  Women’s 
Activities  aspirant,  proposed 
“girl’s  night  out”  activities  and 
wished  to  place  emphasis  on  the 
“totally  educated”  woman  by 
sponsoring  speakers  on  such 
subjects  as  “Women’s  Lib  and  the 
LDS  Woman,”  “Car  Care,”  and 
“Money  .Management.”

Carole  King  takes  top  awards 


Some  members  of  the  BYU 
Symphony  Orchestra  recently 
expressed  their  displeasure  of  the 
quality  of  the  Seymour  music 
which  accompanied  the  World 
Premiere  Dance  Concert  presented 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday. 

Their  criteria  for  judging  the 
Seymour  works  is  that  the  works 
are  musically  difficult  as  far  as 
skill  in  music,  orchestration  and 
unity  are  concerned,  and  that 
they  are  aesthetically  displeasing. 
After  hearing  the  works,  however, 
they  do  not  fit  these  criteria 
entirely. 

THE  MODERN  DANCE 
PREMIERE  featured  “The  Closed 
Gate”  and  ‘‘The  Maid,  the 
Demon,  and  the  Samurai,”  both 
composed  by  John  Laurence 
Seymour,  and  ‘‘Full  House” 
composed  by  Robert  Cundick. 

“The  Closed  Gate”  was  a dance 
that  really  didn’t  need  the  music. 
It  contained  the  elements  of  line, 
unity,  harmony  and  balance 
apparent  in  expressions  of  good 
art,  but  the  music  with  its  heavy 
foreboding  introduction,  muted 
tones  and  strong  low  notes  was 
almost  overpowering. 

“Full  House”  had  a completely 
contrasting  mood  and  idea  from 
the  first  dance.  It  was  gay  and 
free,  and  portrayed  the  theme  of 
the  entire  Mormon  Festival  of 
Arts,  unity  in  the  family  through 
artistic  expression.

The  tragedy  by  Sophocles 
features  an  illustrious  cast  headed 
by  Christopher  Plummer,  Orson 
Wells,  Lilli  Palmer,  Richard

Plummer  plays  the  doomed 
King  Oedipus  who  finds  himself 
to  be  the  murderer  of  his  father 
and  husband  of  his  mother. 

Lilli  Palmer  is  queen  Jocasta, 
wife  and  mother  to  Oedipus,  and 
Orson  Wells  is  the  blind  prophet 
Tiresias  who  leads  Oedipus  to  his 
confrontation  with  his  past  and 
his  fate.

Screen  play  is  by  Michael  Luke 
and  Philip  Saville,  based  on  the 
play  by  Sophocles.

the  best  record.  Her  album 
“Tapestry”  won  the  album  of  the 
year  award,  and  the  song  “You’ve 
Got  a Friend,”  received  the  song 
of  the  year  Grammy.

Yesterday’s  Talmage  lecture 
series  heard  Dr.  Leon  Hartshorn, 
from  the  College  of  Religieus 
Instruction,  tell  of  personal 
experiences  relating  to  the 
simplicity  of  the  gospel. 

“I  have  known  a man,  my 
neighbor,  who  hasn’t  had  the 
opportunity  to  gain  the 
knowledge  and  wisdom  which  we 
have  gained  or  have  the 
opportunity  to  gain,  but  1 know 
of  few  men  who  will  get  to  the 
celestial  kingdom  earlier  than  he, 
the  reason  being  that  he  lived  the 
simple  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  all 
his  life.”

Hartshorn  said  that  there  is  . 
power  in  the  simple  gospel  of 
Christ  which  is  unencumbered  by 
philosophy  or  complexities. 

“If  you  teach  the  gospel 
philosophically,”  said  Hartshorn, 
“only  the  philosophers  will 
understand  it,  and  therefore  only 
philosophers  will  be  saved.” 

He  said  that  the  story  of  the 
Christ  was  the  greatest,  and  most- 
simple  story  ever  told,  of  a man 
who  communicated  with  all  men, 
drew  them  to  him,  and  sacrificed 
for  all  men.  “Any  thing  more  or 
less  than  this  is  not  of  Him,”  he 
said. 

“Some  people  are  offended  by 
the  simplicity  of  the  gospel,  and 
because  of  the  simpleness  of  the 
way  many  perish.  We  like 
complexity,  and  for  some  it  is  an 
excuse  for  failure  to  comply  with 
the  simple  principles,”  he  said. 

Some  Latter-day  Saints  have  a 
martyr-complex.  They  get  the  job 
done,  but  not  without 
complaining.  There  is  no  dignity 
in  this  murmuring  or  griping,  it 
kind  of  spoils  it.” 

“Once  you  can  learn  to  serve 
Christ  with  all  your  heart,  might, 
mind  and  strength,  you’ve 
internalized  the  gospel. 

“There  is  power  in  the  simple 
gospel.  The  power  is  in  living  the 
principle,  and  in  that  is  the 
simplicity.  In  the  violation  of  the 
principles  is  complexity.” 

“Truth  is  simple,  but  lies  are 
complex;  virtue  is  simple  while 
unchastity  is  complex.

Why  were  the  Presidential  ballots  on  cards  instead  of  on  the 
machines,  and  who  determined  the  order  of  names? 

Senior,  Boise,  Idaho 

The  Presidential  ballots  were  printed  on  cards  because  the  voting 
machines  are  not  equipped  to  handle  1 0 candidates  for  a given 
office.  The  names  of  the  Presidential  candidates  were  placed  in 
alphabetical  order  when  sent  to  the  printers,  with  instructions  to  the 
printers  to  randomize  the  names.  The  names  of  the  candidates  for 
the  other  offices  were  placed  in  random  order,  with  a different  order 
used  in  each  voting  booth. 

What  other  responsibilities  will  elected  officers  have,  beyond 
running  their  particular  office? 

Senior,  Minneapolis,  Minnesota 

Elected  officers  sit  on  different  university  councils,  committees 
and  boards,  by  appointment  of  President  Oaks.  For  example,  the 
Bookstore  Board  of  Directo  will  include  the  vice-president  of 
Finance,  and  Traffic  Committee  will  include  the  president,  and  the 
Programs  Committee  will  include  both  the  Culture  and  Academics 
vice-presidents.  Some  vice-presidents,  such  as  the  Community 
Service  vice-president,  will  serve  on  off-campus  assemblies  like  the 
Utah  Valley  Industrial  Development  Association. 

In  general,  a vice-president  can  expect  to  serve  on  three  or  four 
committees,  while  the  president  can  expect  to  serve  on  about  seven 
committees. 

Beyond  this,  officers  may  be  asked  to  attend  or'  work  with 
temporary,  often  spontaneous,  administration  workshops  and 
seminars. 

Speaking  assignments  will  also  come  to  the  officers,  although  these 
are  usually  handled  by  the  president. 

There  is  also  a general  responsibility  on  the  part  of  each  officer  to 
be  aware  of  and  fairly  represent  student  feeling  at  the  Executive 
Council  meetings.

It’s  Richard  Nixon  and  George 
Wallace  in  the  finals-at  least,  at 
BYU. 

Students  overwhelmingly 
preferred  the  President  and  the 
Conservative  Alabama  Governor 
as  the  Republican  and  Democratic 
Party  standard  bearers  in  the 
mock  presidential  primary 
elections  this  week  in  conjunction 
with  the  ASBYU  primaries. 

Nixon  received  3,5  33  or  84  per 
cent  of  the  4,231  Republican 
votes  cast.  Wallace  won  handily 
over  the  eight  other  Democratic 
contenders  by  snaring  742  votes, 
26  per  cent  of  the  2,864 
Democrat  votes  cast. 

Although  students  were  allowed 
to  vote  for  both  a Republican  and 
Democratic  candidate,  which  can 
account  for  the  Wallace  victory, 
only  7,095  votes  were  cast  in  the 
mock  primaries  compared  to

Romney  blasts  federal  control  of  cities 


“People  no  longer  react  to 
problems  on  the  base  of  ‘what  can 
I do?’  The  attitude  now  is  ‘what 
can  the  government  do?’  If  we 
continue  to  turn  things  over  to 
the  government,  we  will 
eventually  lose  our  freedom.” 

In  his  address  before  a BYU 
audience  yesterday,  George 
Romney,  secretary  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development, 
indicated  disapproval  of  strong 
federal  control  over  cities.  He  was 
featured  with  the  “American 
Perspective  Series”  dealing  with 
“The  Urban  Crisis,”  co-sponsored 
by  the  ASBYU  Academics  Office 
and  Blue  Key. 

In  stressing  the  conditions  that 
have  created  the  most  serious 
problems  in  America,  Romney 
said  that  the  “extent  to  which  the 
responsibility  for  decision-making 
has  been  centralized  in 
Washington”  has  caused  problems 
in  distributing  aid  to  state  and 
local  governments. 

Romney  added  that  “state  and

local  governments  don’t  generate 
money  as  rapidly  as  the  economic 
growth,’’  and  that  problems 
“multiply  the  fastest”  at  the  state 
and  local  levels.  But  in  the  face  of 
that  fact,  most  of  the  money 
“remains  in  Washington.” 

Terming  the  federal  grant-in-aid 
programs  as  “wasteful  and 
complicated,”  Romney  asserted 
that  they  further  concentrated 
power  with  the  central 
government. 

Romney  stressed  secondly  the 
problem  of  minority  groups 
moving  into  the  central  cities,  and 
said  the  pattern  was  a 
“fundamental  problem  in  our 
racial  relations.”

polarized  American  cities  in  a way 
not  true  of  European  cities  or 
cities  behind  the  Iron  Curtain  or 
those  in  Asia.”

The  problem  is  the 
difficult  one  of  making  enough 
progress  to  maintain  a hope 
within  minorities  that  they’ll 
eventually  get  equal  rights  within 
the  system.” 

In  proposing  solutions  to  the 
central  city  crisis,  Romney  said  he 
first  thought  that  there  should  be 
a decentralization  of  the  federal 
concentration  of  government.

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1-15  called 
in  first  draft 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
Selective  Service  issued  the  year’s 
first  draft  call  yesterday  under  a 
new  “fairness”  system  in  which 
only  men  with  lottery  numbers  1 
through  15  will  be  inducted. 

The  new  method,  called  the 
Uniform  National  Call,  is  designed 
to  eliminate  inequities  of  the  old 
system  in  which  national 
headquarters  merely  set  a ceiling 
number  for  the  4,000  local 
boards. 

The  callup  announced 
yesterday,  for  the  months  of  April 
and  May,  will  be  the  first  and 
perhaps  final  installment  of  the 
15,000  additional  men  the  Army 
wants,  by  the  end  of  June. 
Another  call  will  be  issued  in  May 
if  the  quota  is  not  met. 

The  callup  applies  primarily  to 
men  classified  lA,  or  immediately 
draftable,  and  1 AO,  conscientious 
objectors  willing  to  serve  in 
uniform  but  not  to  bear  arms.  It 
applies  to  men  born  in  1952  who 
got  lottery  numbers  1 to  1 5 in  the 
draw  last  August,  and  to  older 
men  with  those  numbers  who 
have  lost  their  deferments  since 
the  first  of  the  year. 

Hard-won  dock 
contract  killed 

WASHINGTON  (UP!)  - The 
Pay  Board  slashed  the  hard-won 
West  Coast  longshoremen’s 
contract  by  6 per  cent  Thursday 
in  a move  that  risked  the  most 
serious  government  confrontation 
with  organized  labor  since 
wage-price  controls  began  last 
August. 

In  spite  of  union  chief  Harry 
Bridges’  threat  of  a nationwide 
waterfront  tieup,  the  board  voted 
8 to  6 to  give  his  West  Coast  dock 
workers  less  than  the'  20.9  per 
■cent  increase  in  wages  and 
benefits  provided  in  the  first  year 
of  the  two-year  contract 
settlement  last  month  that  ended 
a record  1 34-day  dock  strike. 

Rampton  will 
seek  third  term 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (UPI)  - 
Gov.  Calvin  L.  Rampton  ended 
months  of  speculation  yesterday 
and  announced  he  will  seek  an 
unprecedented  third  term.  If 
nominated  and  elected,  he  will  be 
the  first  governor  to  serve  more 
than  eight  years  in  the  state’s 
history. 

The  governor,  58,  made  the 
announcement  during  his  monthly 
news  conference,  televised 
yesterday  by  KUED  by 
educational  channel  7. 

Rampton  told  the  newsmen 
that  he  had  decided  to  announce 
his  candidacy  on  the  basis  of  polls 
conducted  throughout  the  state 
and  conversation  with  Democratic 
political  leaders. 

“At  least  at  this  time  the  polls 
showed  that  I would  be  the 
strongest  candidate  of  those 
mentioned  for  the  Democratic 
party,”  he  said. 

“Under  no  conditions  if  I am 
re-elected  would  I resign  to  seek 
the  U.S.  Senate  seat  in  1974  nor 
would  1 accept  appointment  to 
any  other  office.” 

The  governor  also  flatly 
endorsed  incumbent  Secretary  of 
State  Clyde  Miller  for 
renomination  and  re-election. 

“If  there  is  any  issue  upon 
which  I am  running  it  is  that  I 
have  administered  the  state  well 
over  eight  years  and  my  pledge 
will  be  continued  efficient 
administration • of  the  state  of 
Utah.”
